The Carnegie Corporation of New 
York has notified the A. L. A. that it 
has set aside a fund for scholarship 
grants to persons preparing for library 
work.

The purpose of the grant is to enable 
those who already have had experience 
in library work, and who have shown 
promise of capacity to contribute to the 
advancement of the library profession, 
to pursue.a year of study and research 
in library problems. 

The stipend will be $1,500 or more 
and will vary according to the require- 
ments of individual students. When 
warranted the stipend may be renewed 
for a second year. 

Application for scholarship grants for 
the school year 1929-30 should be filed 
before April 1, 1929.

AMERICAN BOOKS FOR SPAIN 

The Ibero-American Exposition will 
open in Seville, Spain, on May 7th. In 
the American building, which will be a 
permanent structure to house the Amer- 
ican consulate, is a beautiful library and 
on its shelves will be found about nine 
hundred modern American books. These 
books were selected at A. L. A. Head- 
quarters and a large portion of them 
were contributed by their publishers. 
Karl Brown, on the New York Public 
Library staff, assembled the books in 
New York, classified and shelf-listed 
them, and pasted in each a special book- 
plate. Mr. Stevenson will supplement 
the collection from his shelves at Paris, 
and the books, or most of them, will 
remain to form the nucleus of a per- 
manent American library in Spain. It 
will be used by American residents and 
tourists, and by Spaniards interested in 
American literature and culture. 


LIBRARY EXTENSION 
CONFERENCE 

A rural library extension conference 
is being called by the American Library 
Association for March 26 in Chicago. 
Organizations and individuals interested 
in rural life (outside the library profes- 
sion) are being invited to meet with the 
officers and Library Extension Commit- 
tee. The purpose of the conference is 
to bring to bear on the problem of rural 
library service the experience of na- 
tional rural and educational agencies and 
to develop, through informal conference, 
methods of furthering the spread of 
books and library facilities to the many 

rural people now without them. 
The project, as suggested by the Com- 


mittee on Library Extension, was ap- 
proved by the Executive Board at the 
Midwinter Meetings. The President and 
Secretary of the American Library As- 
sociation and the Committee on Library 
Extension are working together on the 
plans for the meeting. 


WORLD’S LIBRARY AND BIBLIO- 
GRAPHICAL CONGRESS 

The first World’s Library and Bib- 
liographical Congress will be held in 
Rome and Venice, June 15-30, Dr. Isak 
Collijn, Royal Library, Stockholm, 
Sweden, presiding. International 
schemes of classification, international 
cataloging rules, scholarships and fel- 
lowships, exchange of librarians, library 
relations and bibliography are among 
the subjects to be discussed. 

The Italian government has requested 
that fifteen American librarians be ap- 
pointed, as official delegates from the 
A. L. A., to be its guests during the 
conference. Among those who have 
been designated as guests of the gov- 
ernment, and who hope to be present at 
the conference are Andrew Keogh, 
Herbert Putnam, W. W. Bishop, C. F. 
D. Belden, Arthur E. Bostwick, Melvil 
Dewey, T. W. Koch, George H. Locke, 
Ernest C. Richardson, John T. Vance, 
M. Alice Matthews and Carl H. Milam. 

Special excursions will be arranged to 
give those attending an opportunity to 
visit points of interest and the various 
exhibitions which are being planned 
especially for them. In Rome there will 
be an international exhibition of library 
work. An exhibit of American library 
activities and library equipment, which 
will be a part of the international exhibi- 
tion, is now in preparation. 

To facilitate action, the Congress will 
be divided into twelve sections. Each 
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_ section will have its own president and 

will discuss a different subject. Two 
members of the A. L. A. have been ap- 
pointed as presidents of two of the sec- 
tions — W. W. Bishop, University of 
Michigan Library, of the International 
Scholarships and Fellowships Section, 
and T. W. Koch, Northwestern Uni- 
versity, of the Book Trade and Book 
Collecting Section. 

On behalf of the international and 
local committees, Dr. Fago sends a wel- 
come to all librarians and library work- 
ers, bibliographers, publishers, book- 
sellers and book collectors in the United 
States and Canada. It is hoped that 
librarians traveling in Europe this sum- 
mer will include the Congress in their 
itineraries. The committees have been 
assured of the hearty cooperation of the 
Italian Government. 

A special European tour is being ar- 
ranged for American librarians who 
desire to attend the Rome conference. 
Information may be obtained from F. 
W. Faxon. 


TESTIMONIAL TO DR. KUHNERT 

From the Prussian State Library 
there comes to Headquarters a hand- 
somely printed volume prepared as a 
testimonial to Dr. Ernst Kuhnert, the 
principal librarian of that great institu- 
tion, on the occasion of his retirement 
from active service. 

Dr. Kuhnert, whom American libra- 
rians who have visited Berlin in recent 
years remember with much pleasure, is 
one of the best known German libra- 
rians, with a career covering 45 years 
of activity in a number of German 
libraries. He has been principal libra- 
rian of the State Library, of which our 
friend, Dr. Hugo Kriiss is director- 
general, since 1921. The volume, en- 
titled Von Biichern und Bibliotheken 
(Of Books and Libraries) comprises a 
brilliant collection of essays contributed 
by Dr. Huhnert’s friends and colleagues 
headed by Dr. Kriss, whose cordial note 
of introduction expresses the esteem and 
affection in which Dr. Kuhnert is held 
by his professional associates.

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AN EXPRESSION OF APPRE- 
CIATION 

In view of the fact that in the last 
few months there have appeared two 
important contributions to the practice 
of classification and cataloging, namely, 
the first draft of Margaret Mann’s 
Classification and cataloging of books, 
and William Stetson Merrill’s Code for 
classifiers, it seems fitting that the Twin 
City Catalogers’ Round Table should 
express its appreciation of such valuable 
aids. 

Miss Mann’s textbook on classifica- 
tion and cataloging is most inclusive in 
its scope, combining, as it does, the best 
practice in many of the various types of 
libraries in the country. 


With the material, which had been 
collected under the direction of W. W. 
Charters, Miss Mann has combined her 
own excellent ideas and the results of 
her long experience as cataloger, classi- 
fier and teacher of these subjects. Al- 
though intended for students of library 
science the textbook should prove useful 
to all catalogers and to librarians in 
general. 


Mr. Merrill’s Code for classifiers is 
a first attempt to formulate “principles 
by which books are to be assigned con- 
sistently and suitably to places in a 
modern system of book classification.” 

The Code will be an indispensable 
guide in all types of libraries regardless 
of the system of classification used. 
Definitions, annotations, concrete ex- 
amples and reasons for decisions made, 
are useful features of the book. 

The Twin City Catalogers’ Round 
Table wishes to express warm appre- 
ciation to the authors of these note- 
worthy manuals, and also gratitude to 
the American Library Association which 
has furthered this work.

DOES THE LIBRARY HELP TO 
BUILD CHARACTER? 

Evidently the Religious Education 
Association believes it does, for it has 
requested the library to join with other 
social institutions such as the school, the 
church and the press in discussing 
“Character educatiosa—a community’s 
responsibilities” at its convention in 
Des Moines, April 3-5. 
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A statement concerning the library’s 
part in character education will be set 
before a round table group by the rep- 
resentative of the A. L. A. Board on 
the Library and Adult Education, either 
by the chairman, M. S. Dudgeon, or 
F. K. W. Drury, executive assistant. 
Among those who are expected to con- 
tribute to the discussion are Rev. E. G. 
Williams, Westminster Presbyterian 
Church, Des Moines, and Irene Hirsch, 
Department of Elementary Education, 
Drake University. The local promotion 
committee for the library round table 
consists of F. B. Spaulding, Des Moines 
Public Library ; Julia A. Robinson, lowa 
Library Commission, and Mary Bell 
Nethercut, Drake University Library. 


QUALIFICATIONS AND RESPONSI- 
BILITIES OF TRUSTEES 

It is difficult to define the qualifica- 
tions of an ideal trustee. First of all 
he should believe with Roosevelt that 
“after the church and the school, the 
free public library is the most effective 
influence for good in America.” He 
must agree with Nicholas Murray But- 
ler that “our universities, our colleges, 
and our schools leave education unfin- 
ished, and that we need to train our 
people in the use of the public library.” 
His ideas should coincide with those of 
a Michigan trustee who says that “the 
modern library is an intricate business 
and requires efficient trustees to act as 


its board of directors, not to run it, but 
to see that it is properly conducted; not 
to manage it but to get it managed.” 


The type of trustee most needed in 
our public libraries today is the man or 
woman who appreciates the change that 
has taken place in library service in the 
last fifty years, the man who realizes 
that the library is no longer a passive or 
static institution but a dynamic organ- 
ization for service to the community, a 
definite part of our equipment for pub- 
lic education, an institution that can 
make a distinct contribution toward the 


success of democratic government.

Trustees have five distinct responsi- 
bilities : 

First, to determine the policy of the 
library—to legislate for it, if you 
please—and to take an interest in pro- 
moting its service, 


Second, to secure adequate funds in 
order that the library may carry on its 
work in a dignified and satisfactory 
manner, 


Third, to employ a well-traired libra- 
rian and one in whom they have full 
confidence, 


Fourth, to assign the execution of de- 
tails to the librarian and his staff, and 

Fifth, to keep a watchful eye on re- 
sults in order to determine whether the 
library is fulfilling its mission.

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SALARY STATISTICS 


University and College Library Salary Statistics 


This report has now probably reached its 
greatest possible development: if it goes much 
farther afield in its statistics, it had better be 
issued under a broader heading. The addi- 
tional information furnished this year was 
obtained in an endeavor to present a complete 
and therefore a true picture of the size, com- 
position and remuneration of the varied group 
who furnish the library service in certain of 
our universities and colleges. 

Thus the amount of student help and the 
rate of pay for it have been added, the former 
given in total hours of student assistance, 
since it is immaterial how many students may 
be employed, but it is desirable that librarians 
have opportunity to compare the use of stu- 
dent help, particularly in relation to the num- 
ber of regular full-time people on the staff. 
When, as happened in a few cases, the total in 
hours of student assistance could not be fur- 
nished, a note giving amount of money spent, 
a figure of comparable value, was obtained. 


To get closer to just what is covered in 
each institution by its salary statistics, there 
has been added this year the division of staff 
between central and college or departmental li- 
braries with the number of branches so admin- 
istered and the number in the same institution 
operated outside the central library burget. 

Student registration figures in last year’s 
report suffered somewhat from a variety of 
ways of calculating them. This year the reg- 
ular session number is for the largest number 
of students in any one semester and the sum- 
mer session attendance is given separately. 
No extension, correspondence or short course 
students have been included. 

In the questionnaire on which these statis- 
tics are based, an attempt was made to learn 
to what extent members of the library staff 
received extra compensation for library serv- 
ice d&ring summer school. From the rare 
cases where this extra pay was reported, it is 
evident that the library staff are very gen- 
erally expected to carry their regular work 
through the year without extra salary, but 
that in those cases where they happen to give 
instruction in summer library school courses 
they are paid additional for that work. 

With the growing list of libraries included 
in this report, it is becoming difficult to make 
fair and accurate statements of change from 


year to year. Some libraries, Harvard, Yale, 
Stanford, for example, furnished no figures 
for this year’s report and Minnesota and Mills 
appear for the first time. However, it is pos- 
sible to say that in the case of the head 
librarian, six positions report a higher salary 
and two a lower one. In both cases of reduc- 
tion this has accompanied the appointment of 
a new and probably younger man. Among 
assistant librarians, eight increases in salary 
occurred and no decreases. Changes among 
department heads and assistants of different 
classes have not been totalled. Where, as in 
these cases, many people are involved and the 
numbers change as new departments are 
created, any generalization might easily lead 
to misunderstandings. But when we come to 
such simple figures as total salaries, it will be 
noted that fifteen libraries, just about half, 
report larger figures and in budget totals, 
sixteen report greater appropriations. An in- 
stitution with these totals within a thousand 
dollars of last year’s were considered as un- 
changed. The reductions, two in number, were 
not great and were explainable in both cases. 
It should be added that all salaries are those 
actually being paid, not paper maxima and 
minima. 

The definition of professional assistant used 
in the gathering of statistics follows. It is to 
come up before the College and Reference 
Section in May for approval or revision. 

The title, “Professional Assistant,” may be 
used to designate those members of the staff 
of a college and university library who have: 


1. A bachelor’s degree, with one year of 
professional education; or 

2. A bachelor’s degree, with not less than 
three years experience in a scholarly li- 
brary of 50,000 volumes or more; or 

3. An informal education considered by the 
librarian as the real equivalent of four 
years of college work, plus five years 
experience in a scholarly library of 
50,000 volumes or more. 

This provision is to take care of those 
already in the profession. Later addi- 
tions to the professional group should 
meet requirements 1 or 2. 

Note: It is assumed in all cases that the work 


the professional assistant is performing re- 
quires a general and professional education. 
If the work is clerical, the assistant should be 
designated as a clerical assistant.
